The number of cases of influenza reported to the Public Health 
Service has continued to decrease, as shown by the accompanying 
table. The reports of deaths from influenza and pneumonia also 
show a decrease for the week ended March 27 as compared with 
previous weeks. There is no indication of a recrudescence of influ- 
enza in the reports received to date.
